There are ſome Irregular Verbs, the Preſent, Im- 
perfect, and Perfect Tenſes of which are ſpelt ex- 
actly the ſame, and only vary in the pronouncing 
the Vowel which forms the ſound either long or 
ſhort; as, to read, &c. and ſome others, where, 


though two Vowels are uſed in writing them, yet 


one only is expreſſed in ſpeaking ; as, to bear, &c. 
theſe are pointed out to the Learner by placing the 


proper quantities over ſuch leading Vowels. 


The Editor flatters himſelf, if the Scholar was 
uſed to copy a portion of this little Book, according 
to his capacity, in the evening, to repeat it by heart 


in the morning, and to parſe his leſſons as he reads 


them, it might be the means of removing the re- 


"proach under which our countrymen ſo frequently 


bour of Tot being able to ſpeak their Mother Tongue 


with propriety.

The glaring ab- 
ſurdity of ſuppoſing *s to ſtand for %% in regard 
to females, as Mary his cap, or to Plurals, as, 
children his play-things, is a convincing proof of 
the truth of this obtervation, which is borrowed 
from Dr. JouNsoN and Bp. Low TH. . 
Note alſo, Some writers exprels the Genitive Plural 
thus, Jord houſe for houſe of lords; but this is 
exploded by Dr. JohNs oN.
